To get vessels built in
the best manner possible was one of the many
reasons why all maritime nations have nu-
tional dockyards; snd we have never heard ol
any person claiming that private shipbuilders

The
Government was  glad to get rid of all the
vessels  buill Ly contract during the late
war, 8 they were worthless for war purposes,

The Evnglish Government has boen nomore
succeessful in this respect then onr own, The
iron-clad Captain is a ease in point, which
seems to cover the whole ground. This ves-
gel, designed by an amateur, capsized inn
summer squall in a comparatively smooth
sen, carrying five hundred souls into aternity.
Here was a vessel built in face of the earnest
objeotions of professionals whose business it
was to investigate problems of that character.
The sad result proved the correctness of their
dedunctions and the soundness of the doe:
trine that governments shounld build their
war vessels, .

Another of the causes that compelled mari.
time pations to establish national dockyards,
was that they could have control of their
own work, not only as regards qnality, but
also in toe time of building, The records of
onr own Government, as well as all others,
prove the soundness of this policy., The
proofs were too often exhibited duaring the
recent strnggle of the Union, when private
builders kept the Government waiting year
after year with specious but unfulfilled pro-
mises,

This is & question of vital importance to
the conntry., Instead of closing the navy
yards and allowing the machinery to become
nseless from disnse, it would be good
ecopomy snd highly asdvanlageous to the na-
tion to gradually inorease the facilities of the
different dockyards for doing the greatest
possible amonnt of work in the least time, so
that, should an emergency arise, the Govern-
ment wonld bave absolute eontrol of the
time and quality of the pnblic work, It
would be false economy and bad policy to
place the Government in a position that in
such an emergency would subject it to the
whims of private individaals,

The Transformntlion of Paris—An [nplensnnd
Ubhunge.

A Paris correspondent of Helgravia writes: —

“*On the 34 of September, 1570, it was not
only the grandest city in Earope, bat the
cleanest, the best ventilated, aud in all modern
quarters the best dralned, It is true that the
pollcemen used to torment the residents, native
and foreign, but more on his insistence on ab
surd details than anything else; bul to the
lo Paris he was invaluable: beggars,
drunkards, dogs, and other nuisances Hled before
the cockuded hat and rapler of those who are
known as ‘Haussmnun's ruffians.’ You should
see the slreets now !

“They are deserted, bhut that is the effect of
the siege: dirty, which Is from the want of
Hauesmannisation: crowded with beggars of all
countries, vagrant musicians, cripples by the
gcore, aud dogs by the hundred. Then every-
body eells everything in the streets, [rom por-
traits of patriots at three sous each, to onions,
carrots, and celery at a f{ranc the bundle,
Imagine, ye old dwellers in Parls, a vegetable
elall spread out on the pavement bhefore Tor-
toni's! If poor Baron Ilaussmann conld see
his own boulevard as [ ean this Suanday
afternoon, what wounld he think? At one
vegetable &tall an old woman is cheapen-
ing a cablinge, which I have known by sight
and emell for several days; two Mobniles are
togsing up for a drink; and the wshole street is
lined with cheap and extremely nasty carica-
tures. The new police go about by three at a
snail’s pnee, and are warped, I imagine, not on
any account Lo interfere with the will, act, or
deed of any citizen—at any rate they never do
g0. And then, O my visitor, can yvou fgure
to yourself Parls withoul concerts or theatres—
with no Bois, no Talleries Gardens (n
very dirty artillery-camp occopies them),
and mnot even a  chair in the Champs
Elyveees Burely there was no vice, save per-
haps idleness, in those penny-ware seats; and
the Parlsinns are idle, and capable of sitting
down to nn extent that peither precedents nor -
lnws ¢an cure, The Tuaileries Gardens and the
I'alace Royal were beauntifully kept; there was
music for the bonnes to hear, and soldiers Lo
look at—in fact, they were the oursery gardens
of Young France; they are uow as nasty as the
“Square of Lelcester,”

“As for the actual state of the city and imme-
diate environs, it would be difficult o paint
them in too gloomy eolors. The fluest eity In
Europe ig8 rednced to a dirty, desolate, unfi-
nished, neglected town, about as gay as Mantua
under Austrian rule; theatres closed altogether,
cafes at 1080, when all gas is put out; the
‘tquares’ lurned into pits for concenling peétro-
leum; the hotels, hospitals, and the bourse a
drill-ground for ‘les Amis de la France." Add to
thid the constant anticipation of street-fighting,
and the awkward feeling, moreover, of lmmi-
nent famine.”
